$8,826,000 SLATED
FOR PAGIFIC SLOPE

Washington, D, C, — Appropriations
totallng $8.826,000 for reclamation
projects in Pacific slope siates were
recommended to congress by Presl
dent Harding in presenting the budget
for the next fiscal year.

These appropriations were divided
by states as follows:

Idabo, $2,000,000; Oregon, $1.400;-
000; Washington, $1,857,000; Arizons,
$480,000; California, $649,000; Nevada,
$738,000; Utah, $45,000; Oregon and
California jointly, $700,000; Nebraska

.| and Wyoming, jointly, $1,420,000.

The budget for the fiscal year be-
ginning July 1, 1028, provided for ap-
propriations aggregating $3,078,940,331
for the operation of the federal gov-
ernment by President Harding,

The totel estimate ls $195,208,350
less than the appropriations already
made for the current fiscal year. This
reduction was made possible, the pres-
ident said in & message accompanying
the budget, by pursuing a policy em-
phasizing the “noed of more rigid eco-
nomy In the expenditure of publie
funds."
